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PREFACE. 

PENSER'S "Shepheardes Calender" was in its day a book 
of great interest, not only because it ruade the world 
acquainted with "the new poet," but also because it contained 
allusions to personages of distinction well known, and to circum- 
stances familiar to everybody. From I579-97 , in a space of 
eighteen years, it passed through rive different editions. 
In our days the iittle book is still interesting, but for other 
reasons. Firstly, as the earliest work of importance by the 
writer of "The Faerie Queene." Secondly, because, as Dean 
Church in his "Lire of Spenser" appropriately observes, it 
marks a "turning-point" in the history of Enilish literature ; 
twentv years had passed since the publication of Tottel's 
Miscellany, and the appearance of the "' Shepheardes Calender" 
gave a new impulse to English Poetry. Thirdly, from the 
mysterious circumstances connected with its publication. 
It is well knovn that the attempts to identify "E. K.," the 
so-called friend of Spenser, whose commentary appeared with the 
Calender, have given rise to many suppositions and disputes. 
Some have said "' E. K." means E. King; others have asserted 
"E. K." means Edward Kirke or Kerke, and this for no other 
reason than that there was a man of such naine living in Cam- 
bridge in Spenser's rime. Very few only, and among them 
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G. L. Craik, ventured, even at the risk of being laughed at, to 
speak of the possibility that "E. K." and E. Spenser might be 
identical. 
In 1888, after the subject had been dropped for many years, 
Dr. Uhlemann, a German scholar, took it up again, and proved, 
as far as this is possible, that Spenser wrote himself the com- 
mentary, generally attributed to one of his friends. 
In bringing out the present edition, it was chiefly my aire to 
make English students acquainted with this result. By kind 
permission of E. Maunde Thompson, Esq., the Principal Libra- 
rian of the British Museum, Mr. L. B. Fleming was allowed to 
photograph the volume.

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INTRODUCTION. 

THE DIFFERENT EDITIONS OF "THE 
SHEPHEARDES CALENDER." 
N December 5, 1579, "The Shepheardes Ca]ender" was 
entered at Stationers' HallX under the naine of Hugh 
Singleton, who probably bought the book from the author 
or his friends. As the epistle of "E. K." is dated April lO, 
I579, we may suppose that the volume passed in the interval the 
press. Neither in the entry llor on the title-page the author's 
naine is mentioned, but on its verso some dedicatory verses are 
signed "Immerito." The title of this original edition is this :

This edition was reprinted in 732 by John Ball, with the 
addition of a Latin dissertation: "De Vita Spenseri, et Scriptis," 
and an "augmented Glossary." On the title-page below, the 
words: "Typis Londiniensibus.

.John Knapton, Bibliop. & T. Fletcher, Oxon." No date is given, 
but the volume appeared also with another title-page, on which 
1732 and the printer's name, XV. Bowyer, are given. 
Besides these separate editions, the Shepherdes Calendar bas 
been reprinted with ail the editions of the complete works of 
Spenser, 1 the best known of whieh are Todd's (8o.5), Collier's, 
(,862), Hales' (x869), and Grosart's (188), and with ail editions 
of his poetical works3 
In our own rime, Professor Henry blorley edited the "Shep- 
heardes Calender," J888, separately, for Cassell's National Lib- 
rarv (I 2mo). 

 According to the General Cata|ogue of the Brifish Museura Library, there exist 
about ten difïerent editions of the complete works, and about fifteen of the poetical 
works of Spenser ; so that altogether the "Shepheardes Calendax" bas been printed 
thirty-five rimes iu three hundred years.

THE. COMMENTA TOR OF "THE SHEPHEARDES 
CALENDER." 

HE «' Shepheardes Calender" was from its first appearance 
aeeompanied by «the Glossef' or an explanatory eom- 
mentary, written by « E. K.," who professes to be a friend of 
the poet. Nobody knew who c'E. K." was, and, as far as we 
could aseertain, about that time nobody was inquisitive to know, 
perhaps owing to the fact that the poet's naine itself, which was 
naturallv of greater interest» was hidden behind the pseudonym 
«' Immerlto." 
Many years after--the date eannot be fixed--people eom- 
meneed to inquire about "E. K.," and tried to penetrate the veil 
with which the pseudo-commentator's personality is surrounded. 
Sueeessivelv several snppositions were then ruade, till it was 
disco,,ered that about Spenser's time there lived at Pembroke 
Hall, Cambridge, a certain Edward Kirke or Kerke, though reallv 
beyond a few dates1 nothing whatever was known about this 
Kirke. This diseovery put a stop to anv further critieal investi- 
gation. Edward Kirke was the '« E. K." alluded to in the letters 
of Spenser to Harvey» u and he ,vas proelaimed the author of

 "Three proper and wittie familiar Letters," &c., and in the saine volume : "Two 
other very eommendable Letters," &e. Lond., ,58o, 8vo. 
In the letter dated April fo, t58o :-- 
1. *' 'E. K.' heartil}' desyreth to be commended vnto }'out Whorshippe : of 
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"the Glosse." Thus from edition to edition of Spenser's works 
this was repeated as a fact ; nobody ever thought of going again 
deeply into the matter; indeed, if anybody doubted it, he was 
afraid of expressing his opinion for fear of being laughed at. 
It is intetesting to read some of the aceounts given by Spenser 
students on this point. 
Todd I writes: "Some have been led to assign the naine of 
Edward Kerke to the old scholiast. Some also have not failed 
to suppose that King mi«ht be the naine. » He himself leaves 
the point undecided, and generally speaks of the commentator 
Collier 2 savs: "'The discoverv of the naine of a person in 
Spenser's own college, whose initials correspond with the ' E. K.' 
placed at the end of the epistle to Gabriel Harvey introducing 
the ' Shepheardes Calender,' puts an end to the absurd specu|a- 
tions s hazarded by some critics that Spenser had in fact been 
his own editor, and consequently his own laudator, and to the 
scarcely less improbable notion that G. Harvey had penned the 
letter to himself." 
Hales, 4 in his biography of Spenser, says: "These poems are 

whome, what accompte he maketh youre selfe shall hereafter petceiue» by hys payne- 
full and dutifull Vetses to your selle." 
. "Thus touche was written at Westminstet yesternight : but coming this morning, 
beeyng the sixteenth of October to llystresse Kerkes to haue it deliuered to the 
Cartier, I receyued youte letter, sente me the laste weeke." 
3- "You may alwayes send them most safely to me by lIisttesse Ketke, and by 
none other." 
The other reference is in the postscriptum :-- 
"I take best my Dreames shoulde corne forthe alone, being growen by meanes 
of the Glosse (running eontinually in maner of Paraphrase) full as great as my 
Calender. Therin be some things excellently, and many things wittily discoursed 
of E. K.," &e.

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ushered into the world by Spenser's college friend (in Cam- 
bridge), Edward Kirke, for such no doubt is the truc interpreta- 
tion of the initials ' E. K.'" 
Grosart, 1 in a special article, "Notiees of Edward Kirke," 
&e., writes : "" Conneeting the full naine of ' Mystresse Kerke' 
(b/s)ma mere variant spelling of ' Kirke '--with E. K. (also big) 
of these letters, it has been long aeeepted that E. K., vho 
was (probably) editor and (eertainly) Glosse-writer of the 
'Shepheardes Calender,' was an Èdvard Kirke, contemporary 
with Spenser and Harvey at the University of Cambridge. I 
bave been unable to verify who first thus appropriated the 
initiais; but certes sueh appropriation eommends itself, as 
against the fantastie and impossible theories whereby Spenser 
himself is marie out to have been his own Glosse-writer, the 
absurdity eulminating in that of ' Notes and O.ueries]  vhich 
gravely reads E. K. as ' Edmund Kalenderer' (?)." 
More moderately, though hot yet deeidedly, Craik, s after hav- 
ing mentioned that some people advaneed the opinion that tbe 
poet and the eommentator are the saine person, continues : '" It 
does hot seem to us to be impossible, or very improbable. Sueh 
a deviee, by whieh the poet might eommunieate to the public 
many things requisite for the full understanding of his poetry, 
wbieh he could hot have openly stated in his own name and at 
the saine time leave whatever else he chose vague and uneertain, 
or at least indistinetly deelared, had manifest eonvenienees. If 
he had really a friend who eould do tbis for him, good and well ; 
but no one would know so well as himself in ail cases what to 
diselose and what to withhold» and he would perhaps be more

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likely therefore to perform the office himself than intrust it 
to anv friend. As for the rem vanity, or whatever else it mav 
be, with which he is chargeable, it would be verv nearly of 
the same amount whether he thus actually sounded his own 
praises or got another to do it for him, although the indecoru, 
might be less in the latter case. On this supposition, E. K.'s 
' painful and dutiful verses,' spoken of in the letter of the 16th 
October I579, may be merely a long Latin poem addressed 
to Harvey by Spenser himself, under the character or signature 
of  Immerito,' and transmitted in the saine letter. H»wever, 
it is impossible to affirm anything for certain upon this matter ; 
and perhaps the manner in which Speuser speaks to Harvey, 
in a passage alreadv quoted, of the Gloss of the same E. K. 
upon his Dreams, may seem rather adverse to the conclusim 
that he is himself that friendlv commentator. At the same time 
it is strange that even in writing to Harvev he should alwavs so 
earefully keep to this imperfect mde of indication; he is hOt in 
the habit of naming Sidney or Dver and his other friends bv 
their initiais ; it seems impossible hot to infer that there is sorne 
mystery--that more is meant than meets the eçe." 
So far the opinions or statements of those who by an intimate 
acquaintance with Spenser's poetry ought to be best qualified 
to decide the question who " E. K." was ; but can any critic be 
satisfied with them ? Thev ail agree that "E. K." must bave 
been an intimate and chosen friend of the poet, as every page 
of the Gloss shows, and that for no other reason than tbat this 
"E. K." describes himself as such, aud because they cannot 
reconcile themselves with the idea that Spenser could bave been 
capable of such an action. Supp{sing they were ail right, whv 
did hOt Spenser in iater years, when it vas long known that he 
wrote the Eclogtes, disclose also his friend's naine ? The devoted 
friend is nowhere mentioned after a58o in anv of Spenser's 
writings. If Spenser g'as anxious to conceal that he wrote the 
"Glosse," must we hOt naturaily imagine that he did ail in his 
power to make the illusion complete,  and to avoid as far as he 

I The remarks, therefore, which Spenser makes in the letter already published 
La  $0about E. K. are of no value at ail 
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could everything that might lead to a disclosure? Further, the 
initiais "E. K." were eonneeted with a certain Edward Kirke 
for no other tesson than that he was a eontemporary of the 
poet. Nobody has ever proved that a friendship existed between 
Kirke and Spenser, but the enigma, one must adroit, ean through 
this hypothesis be very conveniently explained. I do hot think 
that I ara unjust in saying ail those statements, Craik's exeepted, 
are bare of any eritieism, for if there were no reasons to be found 
for the identity of Spencer and Kirke, certaitly it is no less ahsurd 
speeulation to advanee the one hypothesis than to be in favour of 
the other ; and however strange it may appear to us if we read 
"E. K.'s" epistle, and see him spoken of bv Spenser in the letters 
referred to above» it is neither impossible nor improbable» but a 
fact, that Spenser wrote the "Glosse" without heing guilty of anv 
eontemptible action. _As ail great poets, Spenser was in advanee 
of his age. He saw clearly in his mind the difficulties with 
which he would have to contetd in appearing before the world, 
unknown, in eontroversy with the existing opinions and fashions, 
a deelared enemy of the University pedantry and the affectations 
of the Court. Fully eonscious of his poetical abilities, and feel- 
ing that he ,vas destined to fulfil a literary nfission, he wrote the 
Commentary, in ordr to draw the attention of hls contem- 
porarie» to his work, to be better able to point out to them how 
he meant to deal with style and form. t To successfully reach 
his purpose, he profited by the love of mystery and allegory a 

 Spenser intended to introduce pastoral poetry iBto EBgland (though this had 
already been attempted long before him by the Benedictine monk A1exander 
Barclay and others ; comp. Sommer, Erster Versuch liber die englische Hirten- 
dichtung, blarburg, x888, 8vo, p. 2o} ; hence his defence of this °' new" kind of 
poetry and his detailed description i the Epistle to Harvey. Publishing some 
years later the first books of the " Faerie Queene," he accompanled them by a 
preface in the shape of a letter to Raleigh : " Sir, knowing how doutfully ail Al|e- 
gofies may be ¢onstraed [perhaps he had some experience from his "Shepheardes 
Calender"], and this book of mine.., being a continued Allegory, o .. I have 
thought good, as well for avoyding of gealous opinions and misconstructions, as for 
your better light in reading thereof,.., to discover vnto you the general intention 
and meaning, which in the hol¢ course thereof I bave fashioned .... " Had h¢ 
tbought it wise to disclose his naine in 1579, he would bave ¢ommenced his 
preface in very much the saine way. 
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prominent feature of Elizabethan literature, and I believe did 
no great wrong. 
I shall now proeeed to adduce, following Uhlemann, I argu- 
ments that my supposition eoneerning "E. K." is correct. 
I. The reeent investigations and researches bv Kluge and 
lqeissert 2 eoneerning Spenser's sources, both published in the 
.dnglia, bave shown that the eommentator's referenees to the 
poet's authorities are in several cases inaecurate or even wrong. 
As I shall perhaps have an opportunityof treating more fullvabout 
this subjeet later, it mav here suffiee to give a few examples. In 
the eleventh eclogue, "'E. K." savs Spenser bas copied or imi- 
tated Theoeritus, whereas Kuge proves that Mantuan bas been 
the poet's model. In the twelfth eelogue a few verses are said 
to bave been taken from Vergil, but aetually they are taken from 
Marot, &e. How ean these faets be accounted for, espeeially 
if we bear in mind that "E. K." is generally aeeurate to the 
detail? Very well, when we assume that "E. K." is Spenser 
himself. In the "Epistle" the sources are all stated as Theo- 
critus, Vergil, Mantuan, Petrarea, Boeeaeeio, Marot, Sanazarus, 
and "' also divers other excellent both Italian and Freneh Poetes, 
whose foting this Author everv where followeth;" "yet," he 
continues, "so as few, but they be well sented ean trace him 
out." For this latter reason, Spenser thought it neeessary to here 
and there point out to his readers the very passages he imitated, 
and this he did from memory, hot having his models at hand, 
and thus we ean explain why his quotations are not alwavs 
correct and eomplete. Besides, to judge Spenser, we must adopt 
another point of view than we would as regards a modern poet. 
The literary deeorum was in the sixteenth eentLirv different. Poets 
profited by their predeeessors more than we would eonsider 
decent now-a-days, aild they did not take eare to quote their 
authorities. So, e.g., Chaueer and Lydgate did, as Kissner, 
Ten Brink, and Koeppei bave proved. Compared to them

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Spenser has been scrupulous. The illustrious poet Alexander 
Pape, many years after Spenser did a far greater wrong by 
giving such references to his models as were intended to 
mislead his readers. 
2. In his notes to the Eclogues of 3anuary October, and 
November, "E. K." rcfers often to the writings of Plato. He 
quotes especially the Dialogues "'Alcibiades," "" De Legibus," 
and "Phoedon." _Ail these references, particularly those in the 
first and tenth Eclogue, show distinctly that their writer was 
intimately acquainted with Plato's works. Such a knowledge 
of Plato was in Spenser's age hv no means sa common as in our 
days; but of Spenser we know from his own statements (camp. 
Preface to the "Faerie Oueene "), and from Bryskett's" Discourse 
of Civill Lifi" 1 written between 584-89, that he was well 
versed with Greek philosophy, and devoted himseif with zeal 
and pleasure to the study of Plato. Also in his « Fowre 
ttymnes "2 Spenser expresses thoughts concerning true love 
very similar to those expressed on this subject in his notes to 
the Eelogues of 3anuary; and these hymns, though only 
published in 596, were partly written in his earlier days, as 
he states in his preface, "" Having in the greener times of my 
youth composed these former Hvmnes in the praise of Love and 
Beautie." Is it after these reflections hot more reasonable to 
suppose that Spenser himself wrote the Commentary than to 
attribute it to an "" E. K.," about whom and about whose know- 
ledge of Plato we have no knowledge whatever ? 
3. Between the Epistle to G. Harvey and the text of the 

1 Lodowick Bryskett's Discourse of Civill Life : "Yet is there a gentlentan in 
this campany, whom I have had ohen a purpose to intreate, that as his leisure 
might serve him, he would vouchsafe to spend some time with me to intrust me in 
some hard points which I cannot of myselfe understand ; knowing hÆni ta be nat 
anely gperfect in the Greek tongue, but alsa rery well read in 29hilosahie bath tnotall 
and naturalI" (Todd's Lire of Spenser, vol. i. p. lviii.). 
 Compare, r.g., the 6th stanza : 
"For love is Lord of truth and loialtie, 
Lifting himselfe out of the lowly dust 
On golden plumes up to the purest skie, 
Above the reach of loathl, siaful lust," &c. 
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"Shepheardes Calender" is the " General Argument of the 
Vhole Book," treating chieflv of the history of the "" Calender." 
An article about the signification of the word "eclogue," which, 
according to "È K.," bas etymologically to be spelled "aigloga," 
concludes with the words, "Other curious discourses hereof I 
occasion. Vhat greater occasion la meant ? 
reserve to greater " " 
There appears to be a reference to some unpublished treatise 
on poetry. Of an "'E. K.," whoever he mav be, we do hot 
know by anv record that he ever wrote or intended to write 
such a work; but Spenser had finished about that time his 
unfortunatelv lost work, "The English Poet," which is de- 
scribed as to its title and contents in the Eclogue of October: 
"' In Cuddie is set out the perfect patern of a Poet, which, find- 
ing no maintenance of his state and studies, complaineth of the 
contempt of Poetrie, and the causes thereof: Specially having 
bene in ail ages, and even the most barbarous, alwaies of singular 
account and honour, and being indeed so worthie and commend- 
able an art, or rather no art, but a divine gift and heavenlv 
instinct not to be gotten bv labour and learning, but adorned 
with both ; and poured into the witte bv a certaine Enthousias- 
mos and celestiall inspiration, as the Author hereof else where 
at large discourseth in his booke called 'The English Poet,' 
which booke being lately corne in to mv banals, I minde also by 
God's grace, upon further advisement to publish." From this 
we may conclude that one part of the lost work, "The English 
Poet," treated about the high vocation of the poet. In the 
'" glosse" to the eclogue of October, '" E. K." terminates a long 
remark to the words " For ever," thus : "Such honour have Poets 
alwaves round in the sight of Princes and noble men, which this 
author here verie well sheweth, as else where more notably." 
This "else where" tan only refer to "The English Poet," as 
none of Spenser's works which we possess treats a similar subject, 
and among his lost ones it tan only allude to "The English 
Poet." As it is impossible to find an), trace of such a work bv 
an '" E. K.," I think we may reasonably suppose that "E. K." la 
Spenser. 
4- One mav sav that the arguments hitherto given are hOt 
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absolutely convincing; the foilowing is certainly so. In the 
notes to the Eciogue of May, "E. K." mentions as source for 
the verses : 
"Tho with them wends what they spent in cost, 
But what they left behind them is lost," 
an epithet of Sardanapalus, which Cicero thus translates : 
"Hoec habui quoe edi, quoeque exaturata libido, 
Hausit, at illa marient multa ac proeclara relicta." 
"These verses may thus he rendered into English," continues 
"E. K." 
« AI! that I eate did I joy, and ail that I greedily gorged : 
As or those many goodly matters left I for others." 
As it is obvions, the English translation is an imitation of the 
Latin distich. Now ,e know from the correspondence be- 
tween Harvey and Spenser that the former endeavoured to 
introduce antique metres into English poetry, and that the 
latter attempted to carry out these theories3 ls hOt this a 
reason to attribute the translation of the Latin distich rather 
to Spenser than to an unknown person ? Fortunately we have 
in this case a certain proof at hand. In the letter dated April 
I% 158 % Spenser communicates a little poem to his friend 
Harvey, in which he tried the antique metre, and savs : "Seeme 
they comparable to those two which I translated you extelnpore 
in bed, the last time ,e lay togither in \Vestminster? 
« That which I eate did I joy, and that which I greedily gorged, 
As for those many goodly matters leaft I for others.' » 
Thls translation corresponds to that owned by "E. K." word 
for word--except for the change of "ail that" to "that which," 
--and this proves that "E. K." and Spenser are identical. 
Further, in the Eclogue of April, "E. K." or Spenser remarks : 
"Bay branches be the signe of honour and vict«rie, and there- 

t Lener of Octobcr 15, 1579, "... I ara, of late, more in love wyth my Eng- 
lishe versifying, thon with ryming : whyche I should have donc long since, if I 
wuld tllen have followed your councell." 
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fore of mightie eonquerours worne i, their triumphs, and eke of 
famous poets, as saith Petrareh in his Sonets :-- 
« Arbor vittofiosa triomphale, 
Honor 6'Imperatori et di Poeti; etc. 
The saine Italian verses are quoted in Harvev's third letter to 
Spenser, where he says, in order to e,courage his friend : "Think 
tpon Petrareh's Arbor vittoriosa triomfale, Onor, etc., and per- 
happes it s-ill advaunce the wynges of vour Imagination a degree 
higher." Harvey thus apparently takes it for granted that 
Spenser is well versed with the said verses of Petrarch, and this 
either because of his personal intercourse and correspondence 
g.ith him, or because he knew that Spenser was the writer of 
the " Glosse" to the " Shepheardes Calender," shich latter is 
under the circumstances more probable. 1 
The identity of "E. K." with Edmmd Spenser is nowhere in 
contradiction g'ith the form and the eontents of the commen- 
tary. 
If we allow that Spenser wrote the commentary, we can under- 
stand the enthusiastic tone of the "Geleral Argument," and of 
the note to the words "For ever," in the tenth Eclogue. A mere 
commentator would never have been so deeply penetrated with 
a sense of the high vocation and inportance of the poet. 

 Searching in 2X'otes and (t«eries, I came across the following suggestion, Sept. 9, 
]854, st Series, vol. x. pp. 2o4-2o 5 : "In the 'Glosse' of the Eclogue of April, 
Rosalind is spoken of as deserving tobe commended to immortality as rnuch as 
.Myrto or Petrarch's Laura, 'or Himera the worthy poet Stesichorus his idol, upon 
whom he is said so much to have doted, that in regard of her excellencie, he scorned 
and wrote against the beautie of Helena. For which his presumptuous and un- 
heedie hardinesse, he is sayd by vengeance of the gods, thereat being offended, to 
have lost both his eies.' If we compare these latter lines with verses 999-9z4 of 
 Colin Clout's corne home againe : '-- 
' And well I wote, that oft I heard it spoken, 
How one, that fairest Helene did revile, 
Through iudgement of the gods to been ywroken, 
Lost both his eyes and so remaynd long while, 
Ti|l he recanted had his wicked rimes, 
And ruade amends to ber with lreble praise,' 
we are led to think that both came from the saine pen." 
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It no longer excites surprise that the merits of G. Harvey, 
hot to mention others,  are so much expounded in the Epistle 
and in the notes. If "'E. K." were hot Spenser himself, he 
would have carefu|ly avoided darkening the poet by praising 
others at his expense, but Spenser doing it himself simply ex- 
pressed his gratitude to his best friend Harvey. 
Thus we now know that «E. K." means Edmund Spenser, 
and this result enab|es us to say that a|! allusions to the lire 
and works of Spenser contained in the "Glosse" are genuine 
and va|uable materia| for the completion of his biography, 
whereas the letters between him and Harvey have to be used 
with great care. But it still continues an open question whv 
Spenser took these letters, or what is meant hy them. Most 
probably this will remain an enigma, like the mvsterious 
"W. H." of the dedication to Shakspere's Sonnets.
